Born Molcotm Little in Omoho, 

Neb., in 1925, be knows about sur- 
vival from the inside. In Loosing, 

Mich., where his father, o Baptist Mi- 
nister ond follower of block notiona- 
list Marcus Gorvey, moved, their 
house wos burned in 193) by Ku 
Klux Klansmen, he said. Later, his 
father was found killed by o street- 
car and Malcolm wos sent to a boy's 
institution where he mode good 
grades but wos told his ombition of 
bccomming o lowyer wos unsuitable 
for Negroes. 

He come to New York in 1944 ond 
soon become a Harlem tccn-oge 
gpngstcr known os “Big Red” ic- 
epuse of his height ond copper win 
color. Sent to prison in Concord, 

Moss in 1947 for burglary, he yas 
converted there to the teachings of 
Elijah Mohammed ond named Mal- 
colm X. 

Malcolm's tolent for making head- 
lines wos shown in his cruel sugges- 
tion that the crash of o plonctood of 
Atlanta, Go. Civic leaders wos “de- 
vine retribution" ond his remork 
that President John F. Kennedy’s as- 
sassination wos 'chickens coming 
home to roose". This remark resulted 
in his suspension and ouster os New 
York (coder of the Block Muslins.

But 
Malcolm’s new group is drawing sup- 
port from Mohommed’s followers. 

He is urging college students who 
contoct him to redirect their often-, 
tion to the oppressed. 

We can’t awaken the morol corw 
piousness of America. Amorico has 
lost all morol consciousness. "Now 
tpe ymust direct oil their energy ot 
owokening the dormant interest of 
the victim by showing him whot port 
politics ployed in oil his misery," Let 
the Negro know he con keep the 
mon in the White House in the White 
House, or he con send him bock to 
his Tcxos cotton patch.

The other night I found myself In a meeting hell on W. 

S i st. listening to Malcolm X recite his own brand of separatism 
d renew his war against all “white liberals," including the ate 
Eleanor Roosevelt. All things being possible in this muddled 
world he was speaking under the auspices of the Militant Labor 
Forum, a unit of the Socialist Workers Party, which is a small 
left-wing cult dedicated to the doctrine of Leon Trotaky s infallibil- 
ity. The palahip of Malcolm and the Trotakyites is surely gro- 
tesque new proof that politics can strange ludicrous assignations. 

It was Malcolm's misfortune and mine that I hid chosen 
that night to hear him because, about 30 hours earlier, a 26-year- 
old white Cleveland minister named Bruce K1 under had been 
crushed under a bulldozer while participating In a CORE Protest 
at a school construction site. It wss a poor night to digest Mal- 
colm's glib, indiscriminate assault on all species of white liberalism.* 

1 1 listened patiently to his standard lecture and perhaps nslveJ 

waited for some reference to the Cleveland tragedy. There waw 
none. He was saying everything he had aaid many times before— 
that strange compound of legitimate outrage over Negro indig- 
nities and cynical distortion of human and political truth. “A • 
DixJccrat Is nothing but a Democrat in dUgulae . . . Show me a 
Dixlecrat and I’ll show you a Democrat” 

The meeting also happened to occur on the day after Ala- 
bama's racist rabble-rouser had rolled up 250,000 votes In Wlsccrv 
ain by crusading against Lyndon Johnson's civil rights bllL That 
event, too, waa unnoticed by Malcolm, who drew chuckles and ■ 
cheers when he dismissed the Johnson Administration as "that 
'cracker government" Thke that. Governor Wallace. 

T» one stilt troubled by young Rev. Blunder's death. Mat 
colm's familiar racism had an unusually exasperating tone. And 
so. when he had finished his oration and began to preside over 
his own question period, the impulse to ask him whether he had 
- any word of eulogy for the fallen minister became irresistible. 

He had aaid earlier that he had "never met an honest white 
liberal." I aaked him whether, in view of that ay^ment he 
would cart to aay anything about Rev. founder's death. His 
answer was angry and contemptuous. “We're nongdlng to stand 
up and applaud one white person when I M OMOQ American : 
Negroes are being tortured," he cried. 

then, as if the sound of his own words had slightly troubled 
him (I hope), he added: "All right; Hurray! Hurray! Hurray!" 
BuJL he nuickly catalogued the Negroes who had disd— un«er 
fiie as adequate reason for his indifference to Rev. Blunder’s 
fate. 
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Malcolm’* own followers, who comprised only a email frag- 
mefilTTlhe audience of about 800, responded warmly; » 
many of the young (and a few of the older) Trotskyist intel- 
lectuals who have apparently found In Malcolm the congenial 
•mass leader" of whom they have dreamed in their political 
eolation ward. 

* • * 

I thought morosely that Maleolm'a cruel Met rite* had im*w 
been administered to Rev. Klunder; then Will Upson, a gentle, 
gray-haired man rose In the rear of the hall and tried to touch 
Malcolm's conscience. He began by asking whether he might 
•call Malcolm brother in the name of humanity," and was 
granted permission; then he proposed that the audience rise for 
one moment in honor of a minister whose death was the “symbol 
of the conscience” of many white Americans. 

Malcolm's response was another Icy tirade- He would never 
“use any energy applauding the sacrifice of an individual white 
man" in a world in which the Negro it so badly misused. 

Malcolm's poise seemed Jarred on only two occasions. One 
was when he was asked his position on school Integration. After 
{some floundering, he declared that integration had never worked 
land that he would look favorably on all-black schools "controlled 
jby us." Unquestionably the Parents and Taxpayers Assn, would 
(welcome that formula. The other was when one of the more 
erudite Marxists tried to engage him In an esoteric theoretical 
exchange. Malcolm professed a larger familiarity with Spengler 
than with Marx, a heresy for which the Trotskyist b re them 
manifested genial tolerance. 

* * * 

There are those who have argued tint, regardless of bis 
separatist incitements, Malcolm serves an authentic function. Hit 
presence provides weapons for those civil rights leaders who are 
living In the real world, his shadow strengthens their case. 

But the larger truth Is the tragedy of the spectacle he pre- 
sents— a man of many gifts 'squandering himself in a dead-end 
venture, and being encouraged in his folly by the managers of 
an obsolete left-wing sect. 1 have tried to understand him, and 
refrain from burlesquing him (although I suspect he sometimes 
sees the cosmic joke in his own role). But when he turned his 
back on the dead Cleveland minister who perished with a vision 
of human f/atemity far nobler than any separat ist gospe l 
Malcolm finally and totally lost me.
